There  will  be  ten-week  session 
beginning  May  31  and  closing  Au¬ 
gust  7.  The  summer  session  divid¬ 
ed  into  two  five-week  terms,  during 
each  or  either  of  which  a  student 
may  earn  seven  semester  hours  coi- 
lege,  credit. 

Courses  will  be  offered  in  practi¬ 
cally  all  departments  and  will  be 
taught,  for  the  most  part,  by  re¬ 
gular  m  e  m  b  e  r  s  of  the  faculty. 
There  will  be  unusuaUy  good  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  high  school  graduates 
who  wish  to  begin  their  coUege 
work  immediately.
